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Touch and Go Operations 

All pilots and flight schools are encouraged to practice touch-and-go operations at outlying 

fields whenever possible. Additionally, touch-and-go operations are strongly discouraged 

between 10pm to 7am daily as well as between 11am-12pm on Sundays (in consideration 

of services at a church on the southern border of the airport).

Helicopter “Close-In” Training Patterns 

Helicopter training pattern boxes have been developed in coordination with the local 

helicopter flight training schools and the FAA PDK Air Traffic Control Tower. These 

“close-in” training boxes maximize training opportunities for helicopters while respecting 

the nearby communities and staying clearing of the many fixed-wing patterns around the 

airport.
